FROM LEGAL STANDPOINT. 


COUNCIL TOOK THE PROPER COURSE UNDER THE LAW IN 


FIXING THE TAX LEVY—STATUTE IN REGARD TO 


COLLECTING A SPECIAL TAX. 


BY COUNCILMAN A. W. BISHOP. 


The action of the City Council of 


Oakland, in making- a special levy for 
the maintainance of the High School 
of Oakland, having- been criticised, an-d 
the legality of the special levy Ques- 
tioned, I propose, in as few words as 
possible, to show that the Council in 
in 'its action followed the laws-?-not 
only as laid down in the statute books 
of the State, but as sustained by the 
Supreme Court. 


First—That the public 
school sys- 


tem is a general sysrem, emanating 
from, and controlled by the State Leg- 
islature—necessarily so, that the sys- 
tem may be uniform throughout the 
State. 
And, let me remark, that it 


was an act of wisdom, for Ihe protec- 
tion of the schools o" the State against 
non-uniformity, i^hich 
would 
surely 


result from action by local county and 
municipal legislative bodies.

schools, the authorities of said cities,

Board. 
Said tix shall 
be computed 


and entered upon the tax roll, and col- 
lected in the same 
manner as other 


taxes are computed, entered and col- 
lected."

'all city charters are limited by opera- 
tion of general laws., in matters >of ed- 
ucation; the Constitution, Article IX, 
makes education and. control of public 
schools a matter of State care and su- 
pervision," etc.

In the case of Kenneday vs. Board 


of Education, 82 Cal., 492, the 
Court 


held that the general statutes which 
appyl to all cities must control special 
statutes made applicable to particular 
cities.

laws, in matters of education, prevail 
over city charters. 


For general laws in matter of High 


Schools and taxation see statutes of 
ISftS, page 271, sac. 15, which provides

The new charter determines the line I 
of succession by providing- that :n such 
a contingency the Board of Supervis- 
ors shall elect a Mayor for the unex- 
pired term, so it can be seen that there

tempts to buy, his efforts are promptly 
sat down upon by the ladies upon his 
identity hieng exposed by the police- 
men.

submit to classification before being 
placed on sale, and the ladie with

taste for milliner usually got together 
and spend hours trimming old hats 
with abandoned finery.

studied by the Paris Institute of Psych- 
ology. and after t\vc years of research 
Professor H. H. 
Bergson, who had 


i-harge of the investigation, is a'bout 
to make his report. The psychologists 
interviewed .thousands of persons 
and 


compiler! data relating to their dreams. 


In his report discussing the result of 


the investigations, Professor 
Bergsoii 


said: 


"In a dreim I perceive objects and 


there Is nothing 'there. I see people; I 
helieve I am speaking to them and hear 
them answer me. There is no person 
and I say nothing:. It all happens as 
iC real things, real persons were there; 
then when I a\vake all his disappeared, 
people and things. What does it mean? 


"But, first, is it realty true that there 


was nothing there? Is there not a cer- 
tain sensible 
matter present to our 


eyes, to our ears, to our touch during 
sleep as well as during our waking 
moments? Close your eyes 
and pay 


caro'ful atlention to what passes in 
your field of vision, Many people say 


by lit- 


tle you can distinguish many things; 
at first only a black depth; then points 
of light upon it which come and go, rise 
and fall; or sometimes a thousand col- 
ors appear and play in whirls of luster. 
This is the principal materal of which 
our dreams are fabricated. 


"Again, the ear also has certain in- 


terior sensations difficult to isolate and 
perceive while awake, but which de- 
.tach 
themselves clearly 
during, the 


slumber. 
Sometimes, too, 
we 
hear 


while sleeping the sounds o£ the exte- 
rior world, the crackling of the fire, 
the rain which strikes the window, .'the 
wind pla>ing upon Its g-amut up 
the 


chimney. 
These are 
converted into 


conversations, songs, cries, music, and 
the 'like a.s the case .may be. 


"As to touch people often dream tha.t 


they are Moating through space. Now, 
if you will analyze this dream you will 
have no difficulty in tracing the work- 
ings of your mind in prodcing it. Tour 
mind was aware of the fact that you 
M-ere not touching the ground. Since 
it did not think you were asleep ir did 
not take 
the bed into consideration, 


hence, naturally, it concluded that you 
were floating in the air. 
Whenever you 


dream 
that you are Hying you 
feel 


yourself working with one side, 
and 


this side you will invariably find coin- 
cides wi-th that which experiences the 
real sensation which the bed g'lves your 
tody. This sensation of pressure dis- 
sociated from its cause becomes sensa- 
t'un pure and simple, and joined to the 
delusion of floating in space gives rise 
to the i}r jam. 
"Of more consequence than any tac- 


tile sensations, properly speaking, arc 
those which are connected, with that 
we sometimes' term interior touch, pro- 
found sensations emanating from 
all 


points of the organism, and particular- 
ly 
from 
the 
viscera. One cannot 


imagine to what degree at fineness and 
acmeness they 
attain 
during sleep. 


They 
exist no doubt 
while we 
are 


awake, but then \ve arc distracted by 
practical actions; we live In an exter- 
nal life.

ever which my memory has construci- 
ed in its most obscure ' depths, and
